THE REPORTED BASIS OF THE SETTLEMENT. 

WasSHINGTON, April 16.~The published details 
of the alleged settlement of the Alabama claims 
apd fishery ‘while qalte plausible in 
sOmz ots are nevertheless pronounced by a 
member of the American Commission to be 
wholly untrue, rot only as to de- 
tails but results, ¥hile no member 
of the Commission will s'ate what has transpir- 
ed, one, at least, has been found toe declare, 
so faras publications are concerned, what has 
not transpired. While negotiations therefore 
on the fishery question may have progressed fa- 
vorably, it is quitecertain that no po:itive con- 
clusion has been reached, and the best impres- 
sion seems to be that a settlement of either that 
or the Alabama claims matteris more remote 
than when tbe Joint Commission convened. 

THE INVESTIGATION COMMITTEE. 

As soon asthe Kuklux bill is disposed of, the 
Speaker wiil appoint the commiltee of fourteen 
members on the part of the House to join the 
seven Senators already appointed in the Senate 
to investigate the condition of the South during 
the recess of Congress. “This committee, it tis 
understood, will be divided into seven sub-com- 
mit'ees,:O thattbe ground can be elaborately 
covered. Over tbirty thousand dollars have 
been eppropriated for thia committee; and three 
times that amount will be required before it is 
through. 

CHARGES AGAINST THE RECENTLY-APPOINTED COM- 
MISS. : 


There will be considerable opposition made to 
the appointment of J. H. Baker, the anew Com- 
missioner of Pensions. It is charged that he 
held (Mee under President Johnson; that there 
are charges on file in the State Department 
ageinst his applications for the Havre Consul- 
ship, and tbat be is under censure from the Onlo 
Legislature for transactions as Secretary of State 
in 1337. He was appvuinted by the President at 
the request of Secretary Delano, and, though 
hailing from Minnesota, he really belongs in 
Obio. He isthe fourth Ohio man appointed as 
the Chief of Bureau in the Interior Department 
in the last month. It is now becoming more 
generally known ag the Department of Ohio, 

SENATOR FCHURZ’S POSITION. 

At a German Repudlican mass meeting beid 
here 'ast nigbt, Senator &churz sald; **I have ale 
Ways couDseled the Germaos to fvllow the ad- 
mobition of their own consciences. I am called 
an independent Republican, but there Is a great 
uiffere nce between an independent Republican 
and a Democrat. [ have opposed the Chief 
Executive, because | believed the measures 
taken by him are pot In accord with the Repub- 
licao Sparty. I am golog to continue an inade- 
pencent Man ip the pursuit of Republican prin- 
ciples, and whbhatIl bave dove myself [ have ad- 
visd my German friends to do.

Grant Head and Shoulders Above 
Every Other Republican. 


DEMOCRATIC CHANCES. 


{From the New York Herald.] 

Genera) Grant is head and shoulders above 
every Other Republican aspirant for tae Pres- 
idency, and the leaders of the party have to 
acknowledge that. He cannot be set aside. 
No other man can be taken to carry the party 
through. Though the Republicans are waking 
up to the necessity of finding mew and popular 
issues they have none at present, and have to 
fall back upon those of the war. Sober, sensi- 
ble people are somewhat tired of them, ft is 
true,and would Jike to hear no more of the 
war, but popular prejudices, sympathies or 
or ideas growing out of euch a stupendous 
event are not soon removed, and adroit poli- 
ticlans know how to pander to these to serve 
their own purpose. The Republican party, 
which rode into power and has held it over 
tep years on the war issues, has cunningly 
kept them alive. Whatever trouble exists in 
tbe Svuth to-day bas been maialy fomented 
by the Radicals for political and personal 
erds. The admirable letter of the Re- 
pubhean Governor o!] Mississippi, J. L. 
Alcorn, to the Radical orgaa of this city on 
the pretended disorders io his State, and 
abuvdance of otber reliable evidence, show 
beyond all question that tune war issues, or 
feelings arising out of them, are kept alive 
chiefly by Northern Radical politicians. Much 
as we copreay, one condemn this, 1t is a fact 
that must 1 in the North in the coming 
Presidential election. Geueral Grant, then, 
havirg been the promineat fi in the war, 
and representing more than any other the war 
issue, he must be ihe Radical candidate. Say 
he is pot a stateeman—that he has none of the 
elements Of astatesman in him—=still, by his 
military ability, in combioation with favor- 
able circumstances, he conquered the rebel- 
lion and stands pre-eminentiv the representa- 
tive man of tbat conflict and closing event. 
We conclude, therefore, that he will be the 
Kadical candidate, and that unless an extra- 
ordinary change takes place in t.e political 
cituation he will be elected. The rivalry of 
political chieis, the growing, vast and varied 
in'erests of the couutry and public sentiment 
will operate probably to make his re-election, 
should he be re-elected, the last one of any 
Prisident. The time is past for two-term 
Presivents were it not for the remarkable 
-tate of political affairs just now and the ex- 
cvptional position of Geveral Grant 

Foriunately for him and his party the D:m- 
cerats are acuipg unwisely. Apart from the 
wari sues and what can canningly be mauu- 
iacturea out of them by the Republicaas to 
pr jodice the public mind, there is no doubt 
‘ta. the country Democratic at heart. 
There is always a teadency to return to Dem- 
cratic policy, and this has been seen to some 
extent in the elections of late; but the Unioo 
the cause for which the war was fought, and 
rhe results of tte warare dear to the mass of 
the people.

A Tariff Outrage. by 
Divest our present tariff of its “wicked- 
nesses,”as Mr. Wexis has aptly called them, 
and revenue reform would be accom- 
plished. Instead of an act for the raising 
of revenue, it should be called an act pri- 
marily tor the benefit of every interest 
that has wealth and strength enough to 
secure protection under it, and incidentally 
for the purpose’ of providing revenue for 
the Government. The cloven foot of par- 
tial legislation appears upon nearly every 
one of the fifty pages which constitute 
the existing tariff law of the United States. 
The bill may be said to be the work of the 
various interests which have sought and 
obtained from a paternal Government 
exactly the manner and amount of aid 
which they conceived would be most to 
their special advantage. It is, at any rate, 
far more a contrivance of this sinister 
character than a measure in the general 
interest, which is the only sortof law that 
a people’s Congress have any tight to 
enact. In our tariff the hand of Congress, 
as the representative of the nation, is no- 
where, or scarcely, seen, while the finger- 
marks of a corruptand insatiable lobby 
soil and disgrace nearly all its pages. Of 
jliustrations in support of this assertion, 
nearly every business man can furnish a 
special instance. We do not now refer to 
those bold and gigantic frauds which stare 
us allin the face, in the shape of odious 
taxes upon iron, salt, coal, }umber, and the 
like, but to those minor “wickednesses,”’ 
whose bad effects are not so generally 
known, but which are felt with especial 
severity by particular branches of business. 
Nor need we travel away from our own 
city to find a case in point. The duty on 
marble aftords a very forcible illustration 
of the mischievous effects of a protective 
tariff. It sohappens that one of the largest 
marble importing establishments in the 
United States is located in this city. The 
success and extent of this establishment 
are an instance of business enterprise of 
which we are justly proud. If, therefore, 
it can be shown that a particular provis- 
ion of our tariff is especially oppressive 
and unjust in its bearings upon an impor- 
tant representative of home industry at 
our very doors, it ought to make us very 
active “revenue reformers,” to the extent 
at least of petitioning Congress for the 
repeal of a duty which is grievously bur- 
densome, first to our marble dealers, and 
next to our furniture manufacturers, the 
latter being a branch of manufac- 
turing in which we chiefly excel. 
And that the present duty on marble is of 
this character, it is very easy to show. So 
far as it affects our furniture makers, it is 
enough to cite a single fact. Up to the 
time the new tariff went into effect, the 
marble slabs which are used for certain ar- 
ticles of furniture could be obtained from 
the marble works here at a comparatively 
low cost, the marble house to which we 
have referred being able to supply the 
finest quality of Italian marbie at rates 
which defied competition. A _ force 
about fitty workmen was kept constantly 
employed in preparing slabs to meet the 
ever growing demand of the Louisville 
jurniture tactories. But this trade is 
now at an end. The new tar-

Bejore the tariff was altered a marble-shop 
might be established in Bowling Green, or 
elsewhere, and be operated to advantage. 
All that was needed was a supply of the 
raw material, at a reasonable cost, so pre~- 
pared as to admit of being worked up by 
hand. This want was perfectly met by 
the direct importations Of concerns simi- 
lar tothe one in this city. Jie main busi- 
ness,indeed, consisted in supplying an ever- 
incressipg multitude of smaller dealers 
with an essential kind of stock. Under 
this arrangement the marble trade of the 
country maintained a healthy and growing 
condition, and purchasers were supplied 
at the lowest possible rates. 

But the big establishments of the East 
viewed with envy and opposition the de- 
velopment of £0 serious a competition. It 
must be put down. So, as usual, under a 


labor and home industry was raised, it 
being claimed that this home industry 
embodied itself in the less than fifty large 
marble factories of the East, while no 
word was said in tavor of the vastly more 
important home industry which had 
grown up in the West and South, as we 
have described. Accordingly a deputation 
was sent to Washington, and the monop- 
olists triumphed. It is whispered, how- 
ever, that the boon was not obtained 
without the expenditure of an enormous 
sum of money. And we may well believe 
it, for without bnbery and corruption the 
principle ot special legislation would have 
nothing to sustain it. 

Until this deputation had done its atro- 
cious work the tariff was so adjusted as to 
give importers an equal chance with home 
manutacturers, and yet American marble 
was amply protected. It enjoyed the ben. 
efit of a duty of fifty cents per cubic foot 
on block marble, together with the cost of 
transportation from Europe. In all con- 
science this ought to have been enough; 
but, as it did not amount to prohibition, 
protection, in the true spirit of monopoly 
and greed, must needs ask to be erected 
into a monopoly, and with this abomina- 
bie character the fifty establishments we 
have mentioned are pow invested under 
the present tariff. That tariff raises the 
duty on block marble very slightly, with 
the object of additional protection to 
the owners of American quarries, but 
the tax on marble in slabs 
is so cunningly devised and s0 enormous- 
ly increased that no more can be profit- 
ably imported in that shape, and fhose 
American capitalists who have invested 
their money in Italy for the purpose of 
supplying the American consumer in the 
South and West with cheap marble, of 
the best quality im the world, are subject- 
ed toan outrage which amounts to noth- 
ing short of downright confiscation. 

Thus the advance of the marbie duty 
had but one object—namely, to break 
down the marble trade of the West and 
to transfer its benefits to the manufaciur- 
ers of the East.

We 
have tried to influeace no clique or caucus. 
Our comments have been invariably 
confined to specific measures regardless ot 
individual feelings. In all this we main- 
tain that we are sincere, have no axe 
to grind, no ambition to advance, 
no malignity to gratify, nothing to 
accomplish that does not belong to open 
and legitimate newspaper enterprise, and 
amanly and honest Democratic * journal. 
We therefore protest,in all kindliness, 
against the criticism of those who seem 
to think that because we are not for them, 
that 1s to say their ministering angel and 
agent, we are against them, and who con- 
stantly mistake our isolation for exclu- 
siveness and our freedom of speech for a 
want of genuine sympathy with their ef- 
forts to restore our party to power. The 
truth is that our objects and our missions 
are different. It is theira to organize the 
campaigns and win the battles and enjoy 
the rewards.

furniture purposes, and fifty skilled work, 
men have thus been suddenly deprived of 
employment, and Louisville furniture 
makers are compelled to look elsewhere 
and pay higher prices for their marble, 
and this condition of things is not con- 
fined to this city, though existing here ina 
more aggravated form thaa elsewhere. 
The marble business throughout the South 
and West has been similarly damaged by 
the change of tariff. Until recently 
the Louisville marble-works, with its 
branches at Saint Louis and Memphis, 
and iis frequent sales by the ship-load at 
New Orleans, was the source of market 
supply ior the entire South, and as far 
West as the Rocky Mountains. But this 
immense trade by a single stroke of abom- 
inable legislation has been substantially 
destroyed, and all for the benefit, as we 
shall presently show, of a combination of 
less than fifty establishments located in 
the Eastern States. Thus again affording 
an illustration of the sectional workings 
ot the policy of protection, which, while 
it enriches a few in the East, robs the 
many in the South and West. 


Under the old tariff marble.in slabs and 
marble in blocks was admitted at a uniform 
rateof duty. This arrangement was a fair 
one. It placed the importer on the same 
footing with the owner of American quar- 
ries, besides protecting the latter to the 
extent of fiity cents pes cubic foot. But 
it had the advantage of rendering the 
West independent of the East. Instead of 
buying our marble from Eastern import- 
ers, or the owners ot American quarries, 
we were enabled to bring it direct from 
Europe at a much less cost. Our Louis- 
ville house was the first to engage in this 
“direct trade. It began by establishing 
a factory at Carrara, Italy. To invest 
their capital so fareaway from home 
seemed at first a rash and dangerous ex- 
periment. And, indeed, for a few years 
the business was a losing one. Good man- 
agement, however, subsequently made the 
venture very suceessful, and the arrange- 
ment has proved to be a creditable in- 
stance of business toresight. 

At Carrara are the finest marble quar- 
ries in the world, skilled labor is abun- 
dant and cheap, and better water—power 
advantages are nowhere to be found, 
Obviously, then, here was the place to 
establish a factory for preparing the mar- 
ble for use. Henceforth, instead of bring- 
ing Italian marble to this country in huge, 
unwieldy blocks, the house we speak of 
conceived and executed the plan of sawing 
these blocks into slabs at the place where 
it could be done best and cheapest. 
Nothing could be more sensible than this, 
and, as amatter of course, the trade was 
found to pay. The immense business we 
have mentioned was the result. And, un- 
til disturbed by a pernicious tariff, the 
West had become the seat of as important 
amarble trade as the East. And the 
cause of the development of this trade 1s 
quite apparent. 

In marble goods, labor is the main <le- 
| ment of cost, and the heaviest labor con- 

sists in converting the rough block into 
| slabs. In the East this work is done by 
| costly machinery, impelled by steam. 

But to own and run such a factory, a large 
| Capital is required. Thus it is necessary 
that small dealers should be able to get 
their raw materia/ in the shape of suitable- 
sized slabs. Otherwise they could not 
compete with the larger factories. Now, 
, as there are few, or no, marble-sawing 
factories in the South and West, it 
does not pay to bring block marble 
hither. The West requires to get its 
marble ready sawed. And that want, 
| until the tariff was changed, is exactly

The elections to the first German Reichs- 


tag or Parliament seem to have been of 
& dccidcdaly liberal aud uatlvueal Cluiac- 


ter. Strange to say, the South German 
States, Bavaria, Wurtemburg, Baden and 
Hesse, have sent comparatively a larger 
number of delegates of the National Lib- 
eral party to Berlin than the old Prus- 
sian provinces. The Nationa] Liberal 
party is that party organization which has 
made the unification of Germany under 
Prussian leadership its especial object, and 
the success of this party in those provinces 
that were but a short time age so hostile 
to Prussia is surprising, In those districts 
the struggle was between this party and 
the clericais, mostly all priests, who are 
opposed to a closer union witb the Prot- 
estant part of the country. In the North 
every province showed several distinct 
parties, created by little local interests, and 
no stronger argument could be furnished 
for the incomplete character of the German 
unification. The Hanoverians, the Poles, 
the Danes, all are represented in 
this grand medley of  nationaili- 
ties; but it seems that in 
spite of all these differences a liberal 
spirit prevails, and that the Liberals gained 
a decided triumph in the elections for Pres. 
ident and Vice Presidents of the Chamber. 
It appears that the introduction of the 
South German elements into the Reichs- 
tag has been a visible improvement. The 
Southern portions of Germany are more 
democratic than Prussia, and it is proba- 
ble that they will exert a favorable infiu- 
ence on the German Government, That 
the Assembly had a different character than 
the Parliamentary Assemblies of North 
Germany can be seen from the difference 
in the opening services by the Prussian 
Government, which attaches to all such 
ceremonies the greatest possible impor- 
tance. Formerly the King addressed the 
delegates as “noble lords and gentlemen,” 
but this time the old Emperor left out the 
“noble lords,” and confined his opening 
address strictly to the gentlemen. A per- 
son who is familiar with the vast impor- 
tance attached to such little details by 
the old Emperor will agree that this change 
is significant.

When matters at first began 
to look threatening in Paris, he hastened 
to that city, but not to offer his sword to 
the insurgents of Belleville and Mont- 
martre, forhe sent a very humble and 
friendly note to General Vrnoy, then in 
command of the Government troops in 
Paris, offering to him his services and in- 
fluence to suppress the “shameful riot” of 
the insurgents. But as General Vuxor did 
not seem to entertain a very high value of 
the services of GAMBETTA’s protege, and 
dié not even answer the letter, the young 
patriot changed his tactics, and 
became one of the fiercest advo- 
cates of resistance to the Government of 
Versailles. He hastened to the ranks of 
the insurgents, who received him with 
open arms, and new he is in command of 
the insurrectionary forces inthe forts in 
-ther possession on the leit bank of the 
Seine.

erect form, and the burdens and sorrows of a 
long and eventful life evidenced themselves tn 
his movements, while modesty and reserve were 
apparent In bis actions and word:; yet one in- 
semsibly pereeived that the old man had bravely 
fought the bactie of life, and while almost ready 
to bay aside bis armor for the eternal rest, that 
he bad acquitted himself well of his obligations 
to his fellow beings. 

Kentucky upon this kindly, gentle and unos 
tentatious old man, had heaped her richest hon- 
ors, and be, 00, m turn, had pro imeeif 

of her confidence and her ewn 
Legislature. representing her in the council of 
the nation in the days of its honor, and in her 
highest judictal tribunal, be had passed more 
than thirty years of his life. He had done prob- 
ebly more than eny other toward shaping the 
character of ber laws. For nearly & quarter ofa 
century he,bad occupied a place on the 
bench of the Oourt of Appeals, devoting 
this long period to the most patient and 
careful legal research and analysis, and literally 
worn cut Bis lif+fin protecting the liberties and 
lives Of Kentuckians. Amid a)] bis duties he bad 
oisebarged himself faithfully, and no man could 
point tO a stigma upon his Official name and rep- 
u ation. 

Descended from an tllustrious family, bearing 
an honored name, he transm!'s it to posterity as 
itcame to him, and proves himself true to the 
demands tmposed upon bim by a renowned an- 
c F 

Thomas A. Marshall bas appeared ata purer 
court than earth can know. He has been sum- 
moned, by the process of death, to the greai High 
Court of Heavea above. 

HIS BIRTH AND PARENTAGE. 

He was born in Woodiord county, Kentucky, 
Japuary 15, 1734. H's father, Humphrey Mar- 
ehall, was a land lawyer of some eminence, and 
an ealily adventurer from Virginia to Kentucky. 
He represented Kentucky tn the Congress of the 
Unpiced 8 aten ag Senator, from 1795 to 1301. He 
was at one times prominent politician, fought a 
oaucl with Mr. Cley, in which the latter was 
wounded severely, which arose from some difi- 
culty while membérs of the Legislature, and 
wrote @ history of Kentucky, considered an ex- 
cellent one tn iis day. His mother was a daughter 
of Col, Thes. Marsbali. of Virginia, who com- 
mane@ed aregiment inthe Revolutionary War: 
a sisier of Chief Justice Mar-hall, and a woman 
of unu:ual suength of mind and character. 
Thoue> bind a considerable portion of her life, 
she was very intelligent, and did more than 
other toward shaping the fu’ure of her two sons 
acd only children, Thomas A. and J. J. Marskal). 

Tkomas A.,at the early age of seven y: ars, 
made the trip on horseback from Kentucky to 
Virginia via Cumbeilanod Gap, ana passing on 
tprough the latter State, afier visite to relatives, 
went to Washington, where his tather then re- 
sidec, and where be remained, runting srousd 
ihe capital in idlépess, dressed in his home pun, 
until the expiration of bis father’s term of office. 
Ove dey & hile standing in the vestibule of the vid 
Caplic! he climbed up one of the buge posts and 
wroebis name. some one Inq aged what he 
wasdoing. “Iam writing my nem-,’’ he re- 
plied, “and I vant to see if it will be here when 
i come to Congress.” 

AT SCHOOL. 

After his return be attended the best scnools in 
Kentucky, and bad for schoolmates such men a: 
George Robertson, John J. Crittenden, and 
otbers whose names are renowned in the bis- 
tory of our Commonwealth, He went to Yale 
College, where be graduated tn 1815 with some 
distincjion, and immediately on returning home 
began the study of la~. One schoo!l-day incident 
of Judge Marshali’s life is worth repeating, from 
the character of the other party concerned, 
Marshall was at school in Frankfort with Elder 
Thomas Dudley, the pow venerabie Baptist min- 
ister, Wbo Marshall, then sixteen years of age, 
conceived had siandered him to some young 
‘lady. A pote was dispatched, intended to secure 
a settlement under the code, and Marshall was 
hot a little astounded on the following day when 
Dodiey, meeting him at the corner of the school- 
house, settled the matter by knocking him down 
and leaving him to his thoughts, and, on delib- 
eration, Marshall “eclined to pursue the insult 
farther. 

In November, 1816, he was married to Miss 
Price, of Lexington, a niece of Mra. Henry Clay 
and ope year later begap the practice of his pro- 
fegsion in Frankfori,the capital ef the State. 
Family considcrations induced him to move ta 
Paris, Bourbon county, in 1819, where he closely 
pursued his practice until his election to Con- 
gress in 1831. As early as 1823-4 bis qualifica- 
tions fora judgeship wae a number of the 
lawyers of his bim fer 
appo'ntment to ll the Pani of Circuit Judge, 
which place Judge Clark had resigned. This of- 
fice, bowever, was not conferred upon him. 


BIB POLITICAL CAREER. 
One later the great strugg ein Kentucky 
on the Old and New Court question arose, and 
brought Judge Marshali into immediae promt- 
nence. As might naturally be eapecied of one 
of his conservatism and respect for law, he ad- 
hbered to the Old Court party, and in March, 1825, 
at the beginping of the contest prepared aad ad- 
yocated and succeeded in passing a very able set 
of reroluitons at a county meeting tn Bourbon, 
denouncing the revolutionary tendencies as well 
asthe urconstitu'ionaiity of the Reorganizing 
Act passed by the preceding Legislature, which, 
by creating a New Court, sought to get ridof 
Judges Owsley ana Boyle, who had declared 
some of the relief laws uncon>ti utional. Thts 
strugale lasted for two years, and finally ended 
in sustaining the Old Court party. This result 
must aleays be gratify ne to the pride of Ken- 
tuckiang. All the selfish in erests of the peopie 
would bave urged acquiescence in the Reorgan- 
izing Act, but true to the dictates of real justice 
avd respect for properly constituted aut»ority, 
they ignored all selfish considerations and stooi 
by the right. 
A MEMBER OF THE LEGISLATURE. 
The Court question was Onally settied tn 1827: 
butthe race between Jackson and Adams was 
exciting great interest. Judge Marshal! became 
a candidate, on the Adama ticket, for member of 
toe Legislature, and after a close contest, in 
which he fully discussed the issues in every por- 
tion of the couty. be and Dis as-ociates were re- 
turned, though Bourben had hitherto been a 
Democratic county. In the session of 182T Judge 
Marsball met mavy young men just entering the 
polfiical arena, who afterwards became promi- 
nept in Kentucky. among them Guthrie, Heim, 
the Mooreheads, Boyd, Grider and others, woo 
were bis lnt!mate friecds during ‘tfe. 
Gen. Metcalfe resigning his place in Congress 
to accept the nomination cf party 
for Governor in 1828, Judge Marshall receiveda 
very complimentary vote in the convention calied 
to pvominate a candidate for his place, and the 
successful candidate was only so because the 
same test was not applied to him as to Marshall 
and others, viz: im turn to beat each opposing 
candidate. Judge Marshall, however, wililogly 
submitted, aod offering himself again for the 
Legislature, was elected; and by his thorough 
apd epergttic canvass of Bourbon county did 
much to secure the success of the Congressional 
nominee. 
IN CONGRESS. 
The Whig party of his county now revzarded 
Judge Marshall as their leader, and in 1529 his 
friends, a large majority in Bourbon and Nich- 
olas counties, demanded tbat he be a candidate 
for Corgress. This he was only willing to do 
after investigating for himsclf the will of the 
party in bis district, and after a montn’s Jabori- 
ous canvass, andin view of the fact that Bour- 
bon county already had two candidates in the 
ficld, one of whom, at least, would, under no 
con:ideraitionos, withdraw, Judge Marehall 
ebandoned the race after ccnsuita‘'ion with his 
supporte:s. The candidate of his party was de- 
feated bv fourteen votes, although Bourbon 
county gave the usual party majority, while in 
1831 Jadge Marshall defeated the successful can- 
didate by a majority of three or four hundred. 
Judge Marshall, in Congress, wasa follower of 
Mr. Clay, who, from social and political reasons, 
showed him great kindpess,and rendered bim 
alithe aid in his power. The Democratic party 
in 1828 nominated no candidate in the 
district, and Judge Marsball was opposed 
by 4 genileman of his politics, who had beea de- 
feated previous to Judge Marsball’s election and 
who now demanded to make the race In order to 
vindicate bis reputation. The Whig parity saw 
no reason for acknowledging these claims and 
iguoripg the incumbent for re-eleciion. Tht 
contest, ag 1p all such occasions, was prolonged 
and fierce, bat, notwithstanding the forces ar- 
reyed against him, Marshall was elected by more 
than eight bupdred majority. Tbe result must 
have been peculiarly gratifying. The Whig par- 
ty divided and the full Democratic vote against 
him, Judge Marshall entered the contest under 
iryipg circumstanc:s, bu: while being the ex 
penent of his party and fearlessly and [freely dis- 
cussing the excliipg topics of the day, he had 
pnt ver engendered personal dislikes or made i1-

The second Congressional term of Judge Mar- 
shell expired in 1875, March 3, and his sphere of 
outy was now to undergo @ radical change. @n 
the Sib day of the same month Acting Goveroor 
James T. Morehead comwmi-sioved him a Judge 
ot the Court of Appeals untli the end of tbe ses- 
rion of the Legislature. At the same session he 
“as DOMinated and coufirmed to act duriog good 
vebuvior, Be took his seat op the appellate 
nencb on the first Monday in April, 1835, Judge 
Robertson then beipg Chic+f Justice. The three 
Jucges rcaigned tu 1887 10 secure an tocrease of 
salaries, and were reaopointed by Gov. Clark 
and cov@frmed. In 1847, Chief Justice Ewing, 
and Judgé Marshal sas appoin ed by Gov. Ows- 
ley to tbat position, the Sena'e confirming the 
eppolotment. He conunued Obief Justice until 
the adoption of the pew Ocnstitution in 1851, 
when he was Chosen by hia district as Appellate 
Judge, and by the provision of the Constitution 
egain ef Ju-tice in 1854. Augast, 
1856, bis term expired, and ‘he Appellate district 
becomitg Democratic, at d politics having now 
entered Into jugictal elections, Judge Marshall 
was defeated by . - Alvin Duvall, and, after 
twenty-one ands years’ service as Appel. 
late Judge, be again me a private citizen.

Upon the death of Judge Sampson. tn = 1866, 
Gov. Bramiette appointed Judge Marshall to fill 
out histerm. Judge Marsha!i!l served as Chief 
Justice for six months, and thus completed 
twenty-two full years as Judge of the Court of 
Appeals. In the fall of the same year, he offered 
himself as a candidate for Judge from the Appel- 
late district, comprising Louisville, but being 
comperatively unknown, and making bo special 
efiort, beside being unwiiling to enter the hus- 
tings to secure judicial preferment, now become 


an essential to success, he was defeated by | 


Judge Hardin, the present msumbent. 


A SUMMARY. 

Fiom 1829 to 1866 Judge Marshall was in the 
pubite service full 30 yeare: twenty-two yoars 
a Judge of the Court of Appeals, four years in 
Copgress, snd four in the Legislature of hen- 
tucky. From his 834 to Tad yeer he was, three- 
fourths of bis life, the people’s servant. The 
first eight years he was engaged to politics. He 
was bere ealncsi—pnot violent; and, while ming- 
fing Im the discussion of the exciting questions 
of bis day, be left as few personal enemies as any 
man who attained his succese—and aspired to be 
a party leader against the new election tn 1817; 
an Old Court man tn 1825-26, voting for Mr. Clay 
in 1824, '32, “44, for Mr. Adams in 1828, for the 
Whig candidates until 1864 and then for McUlel- 
lan, and ip 1868 for Seymour, Judge Marshall 
bas ever been “for the Union, the Constitution 
and enforcement of the laws” ta the purer and 
copservative meaning of the parase. 

The moment he took his seat upon the bench 
he ignored politics, deeming it a violatioa of 
judicie! dignity, decorum and independenc:;to 
seek preferment by sppeais to party passion and 
prejueiee, and in 1851, °65-'63 he refused to do 
aught for bis 0 .n election, save to announce his 
candidacy to the people. AS a politician he 
mirgied freely with the masges and sought favor 
in tbe ordipary wayer of politicians; but as a 
judge be refused to do so, feartog when on the 
tench be migh' feel the fores of peraonal obii- 
ga tons, or subject himself to the charg: of pur- 
tality or blas om account of political prefer- 
ences. 

HIS LEGACY, 

As a public man Judge Marshall spoke but 
little. His claim to greatness and renown will 
be found inthe twenty-four yolumes of Ken- 
tucky Reports, from 3d Danato lith Ben Moaroe. 
These thousagds of pages tell the trimuph of his 
vebius and the extent of bis research, and are 
the result of his unceasing labors through an 
ordipary lifeteme. Calm, dispassionate, me- 
ihodical, and logical, and most diligent in his 
eXumination of precrdenis, he never allowed 
Dims lf to be ewayed by bis emotions, but ali 
His decisions were backed by “lta lez acripta 
est’ cr founced tu the principles of natura! 
justice as he was able to interpret them. Kin, 
Just and consctentious io the discharge of his 
duties, be sever forcot his debt of obligation to 
the people who had catled him to bis responsibie 
position, and the property, liberties, and lives of 
his f llow-cltizens were ever safe in his hands. 
George Robertsoa and Thomas A. Marshall bave 
p:obably done more than any other two men in 
shaping the jurisprudepee of Kentucky. The 
former was the more learned, the latter the 
calmer, less liable to prejudice, and more careful 
in bis luvestigations, Extraordinary men. They 
bave attained unusual ages and exerted very 
remarkable influences upon the laws of the 
Commonwealth. Judge Marshal! never decided 
a@ care until he upaerstood it, and if counsel 
failed to examine a case fully, be did not, Hts 
wind was well and equitably balanced; his 
respect for precedent great, Dut not overweening, 
bis love of natural justice strong, &’nd bis pa- 
tience abd application very great. When be be- 
came a Judge of the Appellate Court it was re- 
garded as a life-long vocation. His honesty o 


purpose and desire to discharge bis duties prop-~ 


erly determined him to master the science of 
law as far as he could, and the twenty-four vol- 
umes Of reports before mentioned are the best 
evidence of how be succeeded. 

Did espace allow we would have discussed ths 
political life of Judge Marshall. In many re- 
spects he bas been greaily wronged. He never 
encouraged or approved the many acis of 
Federal aggression. He was too sound 
a jurist, tco. true a Kentuckian, for 
that. He has literally given his life to the ser- 
vice of this Commonwealth. The darysef his 
manhood and vigor have been devoted to the 
mo:t tollsome and Jaborious study in order tha: 
be migbt discharge aright his judicial trust. 
His industry, bis clear perception of justice, his 
careful avalysis of pripcipies, and bigr 
into precedents, as discovered in bis opiaions, 
are bis monument. 

The judicial system of Kentucky ts notoriously 
uograieiul, more 80 even than republics; but 
Kentuckians at iesst should pever forget or fai!

cations of Old Slavery Times. 
A True Story of Thirty Years Age.

Nothing more was 
known of her than that she was accompanied 
bither bya young man who was, or pretended 
to be, deaf and dumb, and who left at once afver 
aiding her in sccuring @ situation tu the estab- 
hshment of a Mrs. Williams, a milliner and 
Gressmeker, on Fourth street, nearly oppgpite 
the spot where Barker’s New York Store now 
stande, 

Lizzie was a andsome brunette, with a 
wealth of raven hair which swept the floor, 
with bright expressive eyes, and,ehogether, gen- 
teel and dignified ion her general appearance. 
From her lady-like deportment and close atten- 
tiod to the interests of ber emplover, she was 
soon made superintendent of the establishment. 
The social ‘ines were not so strongly marked and 
scrupulously guarded the asn now,aud hence the 
young and beautiful stranger was soon received 
into the best company—forming & number of 
friends outside of hes business circle, among 
o.bers a Mrs. E., a prominent member of the 
Baptist church, at whose house Lizzie was a fre- 
quent visttor. She, in ume, attached herself to 
that churcd and becamea most exemplary mim- 
ber. 

Durinvg ber visits to Mrs. E. she met Philip 
Biaugnter, himself one of the pillars of the 
chureb, who, after iiving io singie-biessedness 
tor sears, epjoying his wealth and family es ation 
all alone, sOon concetved a tender sentiment for 
the young and lovely sister. Old bachelors are 
considered public property in so far that a lively 
public interest is always manifestea in their 
matrimonial welfare,and hence it was not long 
alter the match-makers put their beads together 
untilthe twain weremade one.
